NEW YORK, Aprii 7.—Coroner George 
¥. Shrady Jr. is not at all satisfied that 
Deiphine Love,.the daughter of Dr. I. 
N. Love, and formerly prominent in St. 
l#Auis society, killed herself. She was 
reported to have jumped from a third- 
story window of the Hotel Sterling, at 
Broadway and Fiftieth street. William 
H. MeGucken, whose name was at first 
reported as McGovern, a broker living 
at the Hotel Balmoral, # J.enox avenue, 
was with the girl in the hotel. 

McGuecken, who disappeared after he 
called up Bellevue Hospital and learned 
Miss Love had died, turned up at the 
West Forty-seventh Street Station today 
with a bondsman and surrendered him- 
self. He was escorted to the Coroner's 
office. where Dr. Shrady took hin: into 
his private office and put him through 
a lengthy inquisition. | 

Detectives had been waiting for Mc- 
Gucken all night at the Hotel Balmoral, 
at Wenox avenue and 114th street, 
which is owned by his father. 
The elder MceGucken promised the 
police that he would produce his son 
this morning and he kept his word. 

An autopsy, just performed at 
Morgue, shows that Miss Love's back 
was broken by the fall from the: hotel 
window. 

MeGucken, when brought before Coro- 
ner Shrady, made a long statement. at 
jhe con ion of, which he was held in 

hail for Tirther thvestigation.

MceGucken in his statement co \the Cor- 
oner said: 

“I! knew Miss Love as Dorothy 
She was the wife of W. Hector 
and lived at 320 West Fifty-first 
with a Miss Barnott. 

“Thursday afternoon, after spending 
fome time with my cousih in the bar 
at the Waldorf-Astoria, I left my cous- 
in and went to Mrs. Hume’s flat. 
wanted to take her out driving. We 
went to a stable, but couldn’t get a 
horse. Then we went to the Sterling. | 
had seven whiskies and two absinthes 
there. I had been drinking for several 
days, and was in a highly nervous con- 
hers, We had supper and more drinks. 
Then I wanted to go home, but she 
begged ine to stay and I did. I went to 
sleep. 

“The next thing | Knew was when [ 
Was awakened by a slap On the face by 
a policeman, who told me that the wom- 
an had thrown herself out of the win- 
dow. 

“‘l had known her for three years, and 
always by the name of Dorothy Hume. 
She never threatened to kilf herself in 
my hearing, and I don’t khow of the 
slightest reason she had for suicide.

VERY MUCH ALIVE 


Burglar and Pickpocket Be- 
lied Dead Turns Up in 
' New York. 











Born in the “Patch” and Began 
His ‘Career of Crime 
Here. 


‘“Mickey Mack,” burglar and _ pick- 
pocket, whose supposed death three 
yeurs ago las been celebrated by all 
police and detective departments 
throughout the country and mourned by 
all of his ‘‘pals’’ of the under-world, has 
unexpectedly appeared on earth again, 
and is under arrest in New York City 
on a charge of picking pockets. 

‘“‘Mickey’”’ has been fully identified by 
the police of St. Louis and New York, 
and, indeed, does not deny his identity. 
When asked where he has been for the 
past three years, he laughs at his ques- 
tioners and answers: ‘‘Why, I've been 
dead. 

‘‘Mickey”’ is a St. Louis product, hav- 
ing begun his career of crime in this 
city about 15 years ago, starting out in 
the “bloody, Third District.’’ He was a 
terror to the police, and when news 
reached the city three years ago that he 
had been killed at Cambridge, Mass., in 
a train wreck, and fully identified by 
friends and by the police, no mourning 
was worn by the local ‘‘cops.’’ 

When The Detective, a Chicago pub- 
lication devoted to the interest of the 
bureau of police identification 
throughout the ¢ountry, arrived at 
police headquarters Saturday it con- 
tained pictures of the more important 
criminals arrested throughout’ the 
country within the past month. While 
Supt. John Shea of the local bureay 
was looking over the gallery o: 
crooks a familiar face stared impu- 
dently back at him from the page. It 


was the picture of “Mickey.” As 
“Mickey” was supposed to be dead, 
Supt. Shea called his assistant, Ed 


Brennan, and asked him who he 
thought the picture represented. Bren- 
nan said without hesitation that it 
was “Mickey Mack.” - 

“Mickey's” picture was brought 
from the rogue’s gallery and com- 
pared with the picture in the paper, 


which was labeled “Frank Moore, 
pickpocket,” and they corresponded 
exactiy. 


The New York police were at once 
communicated with and answered 
that Frank Moore and “Mickey Mack’ 
were the same person. 

‘‘Mickey,”’ as Frank Moore, had been 
arrested with a gang of pickpockets in 
New York a few days ago. 

The local police are puzzled to un- 
derstand how he could escape arrest 
and identification so long, being as 
widely known to the police of the coun- 
try as he is. But he did it, and is 
now back on earth to disturb again the 
dreams of the police, who fondly hoped 
that he was safely quartered, at least 
until Judgment Day. 

‘“Mickey,’’ whose real name is Michael 
McNamara, was born in the ‘‘pateh’’ 
in St. Louis about 32 years ago. , 

He was a “pal’’ of ‘‘Skippy’’ Rohan 
and others of the same gang, and has” 
served time in the Missouri Peniten- 
tiary for burglary, highway robbery and 
picking pockets.

This, President Kingsland 
Holds, Is the Way to Aid 
Population. 


To expend $100,000 a year for four years 
in newspaper and other advertising, aft- 
er the general suggestion included in 
the winning method proposed by H. A. 
Lesan in the Post-Dispatch $500 prize 
competition, is the plan adopted by the 
Million Club. 

A method of paying the cost of the 
advertising proposed by the Kastor Ad- 
vertising Agency, through Ernst Kas- 
tor, has been approved by the executive 
committee of the club, and an attorney 
appointed to draw up a contract be- 
tween the club and the agency. This 
will be signed at a special meeting. 

L. D. Kingsland, president of the Mil- 
lion Club, said Saturday to.a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter: 

‘‘'We intend to carry out to the fullest 
extent the theory that an excellent re- 
tail market is the best advertisement a 
can have. The merchants of this~city 
have agreed to the plan—one of general 
scope—for a monthly bargain day. The 
railroads have agreed to contribute to 
the success of this movement by the 
reduced rates of fare for monthly bar- 
gain days for the territory within 10) 
miles of St. Louis.’’ 

“We expect to advertise through 
commercial and business organiza- 
tions, with a view to popularizing St. 
Louis with people in St. Louis terri- 


tory and everywhere else. This will 
be not so much by printed matter or 
correspondence as by personal con- 
tact. Our effort is going to be in the 
direction of abolishing the ‘knocker’ 
and cultivating the ‘booster.’ Plainly 
and simply, we are purposing to have 
St. Louis talked about favorably.” 


To Bring Workers Here. 


Mr. Kingsland was then asked in 
what way the Million Club expected, 
through this advertising campaign, to 
add population to the city. 

“That is a more difficult proposition 
than advertising, but I believe we are 
on the right track. At least we are 
right about the effects of an adwan- 
tageous retail market on the popula- 
tion. But we must have working peo- 
pipesto oars not an addition to the 
dle population.

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REDUCING TIME SCHEDULES. 

The suggestion, based on the experience of Mr. 

FE. F. Goltra, that the time between St. Louis and 
New York be reduced to 22 hours is an excellent 
one. When Mr. Goltra is in a hurry to go to New 
York, he goes to Fort Wayne and catches the 18- 
hour limited from Chicago, and reaches New York 
in 23 hours. A few minutes change in the schedule 
to Pittsburg would put St. Louisans on this fast 
train and reduce the schedule to 22 hours. 
_ Time is money. Many business men who want to 
economize on time will gladly pay an excess to 
save several hours. The saving of four hours between 
St. Louis and New York would be a great gain. It 
would cause more travel between St. Louis and 
New York and would bring travel by way of St. 
Louis whith would otherwise go to Chicage. 





Assistant General Passenger Agent Millspaugh of

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

May I add a few words to J. F: Smith’s plea for 
shorter hours for working women in behalf of laun- 
dresses and scrubwomen.. The majority of these 
women are the support of their families. They work 
10 hours per day and are expected to accomplish as 
much work as should take 12 or 13 hours if they 
had proper regard for their health and their chil- 
dren’s mental, moral and spiritual development. 

When they are through with a day’s work they 
are physically exhausted and in such a state of nerv- 
ous excitement, which is almost: prostration, and are 
either irritable, almost cruel, or so very lenient in 
dealing with their little ones, which is demoralizing 
to mother and children. 

In other large cities women employed in these oc- 
cupations work eight hours. Could any of the read- 
ers advise me how to begin a movement with this 
end in view? Do you think it possible to begin with 
the employers, who are nearly all women and moth- 
ers? 

Servant girls put in from 14 to 18 hours per day 
and seldom have an hour for themselves, except 
Thursday afternoon and sometimes Sunday. Who 
can wonder that girls prefer to work in offices and 
factories at lower wages? eae

Week Book Club at its latest meeting. 

“I hope,” began ‘the High School Teacher, “that we'ré.not in for a se- 
ries of novels named after the various States of our glorious Union, but 
the outiook is threatening. Already we've had“The Virginian’ and ‘The 
Missourian’—and now comes ‘The Kentuckian,’ so it may be that ‘The New 
_ Yorker’ and ‘The Mississipian’ and “The Vermonter’ and ‘The Pennsylvanian’ 

: and all the rest of the 45—isn't it?—are on the way.” 

“Playwright Gus Thomas, once of St. Lowis, is to blame,” laughed the 

Old Playgoer. “His dramatic successes, ‘Alabama’ and ‘In Mizzourah’ and 


> Setion is beginning to feel the effects of it. It’s rather a terrifying pros- 
pect—for, after they've got through with the States, you know, they may 
begin on the counties and follow that with the cities and towns, so really 
there's no limit to the new menace.”

‘Murrell of those same days in tHe Mississippi Valley, and the imperious way 
in which he bosses John Gaston and Marsh Colby, the fighting furnace- 
master, and the other scoundrels of the outlaw gang makes one admire him 
despite his villainy.” 

“I liked the heroine, sweet Ruth Gaston, best of all,” observed the Lit- 
erary Grain Broker.

The Case Plainly Stated. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

What economic changes would Social- 
ism produce? 

It would exchange individual owner- 
ship for collective ownership. 

This is already done among capital- 
ists. 

Socialism- would exchange individual 
effort for collective co-operative enter- 
prise, equitable division of profits for 
competition in trade. All this is prac- 
ticed in all the important businesses by 
the capitalists. 

Among the industrial masses private 
ownership and competition, except for a 
job, are things of the past; and as cap- 
italists are practicing the principles, if 
not the spirit, of socialism, the destruc- 
tion of the competitive system is not an 
issue that the Socialists have to meet. 

It may be claimed that the farmers 
are independent of the system, but 
when we consider that of the two great 
staples, wheat and cattle, a large por- 
tion is raised on large ranches operated 
by hired labor, and that all the sugar 
and most of the cotton plantations, as 
well as many large estates in the North 
owned by foreign landlords, all of which 
have tenantry conditions that rival that 


lof the English landlords of Ireland, and 


that. many of the ordinary farms are 
cultivated by tenants and the great 
number of mortgagers, who are prac- 
tically tenants, there are not many left; 
and, considering the power of the trust 
to fix the price of all that the farmer 
sells and buys, which are so fixed as to 
absorb all the net profits, the farmer is 
not much better off than his brother 
wage slave.

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THE ALTARS OF VENICE 


(Art and Chivalry.) 








HE two relief tablets from Vene- 
tian altars in the Post-Dispatch 
collection for the schools stand for 


turies often called the ‘‘Dark Ages,’’ but 
really the ages when chivalry controlled 
all Europe. 

Their style is that of the time before 
the birth df Donatello, and his work in 
sculpture had made it possible for 
Raphael and Michael Angelo to do 
their work in painting. When it is seen 
in painting this style is usually called 
“the pro-Raphaelite.”’ 

The art of Venice, after the time of 
Donatello, was very different from its 
art in the ‘Dark Ages.’ During the 
“Dark Ages’ youths who seemed to 
have strong arms and good brains were 
usually ‘‘trained to arms,’’ while those 
who seemed sickly and not likely to be 
of much account in the world were 
taught to read and trained for the 
church. 

We must thank these sickly youths 
for all we most value now, not only in 
art, but in everything else we most 
prize, for they kept the world from go- 
ing wholly back to barbarism. 

While their strong brothers outside, 
who had been trained in chivalry, were 
keeping the world in an uproar they 
worked in their cells to copy old Latin 
books and to make the most wonderful- 
ly “illuminated” Latin prayers. Though 
the drawing in their pictures is usually 
crude, as it is in the reliefs from the 
Venetian altar, they often colored their 
work in a most beautiful way and had 
such patience in doing it that it Is be- 
yond anything we can do now to imitate 
it. Often they put into it their belief 
that the only way such a world as they 
knew of outside their walls could be 
saved was by men with the best minds 
going out into it to stand its worst in 
the hope of helping it. 

The crown they used as an emblem 
in work of this kind is the crown of 
thorns on the cross in the Venetian re- 
lief. Often, while they were copying 
Latin books in their cells or making 
pictures on the margin of their Latin 
prayers, there would be an uproar at 
the gate and they would find wounded 
fugitives, chased by their enemies and 
about to be killed. Then a man who 
had been taught to read in his youth, 
because he was sickly and of not much 
account, took the cross from the altar 
and held it. between those who were 
trying to escape and those who were 
trying to kill them. Usually, but not 
always, armed men were afraid to 


| strike with their swords over the cross. 
and usually the fugitives were brought 
inside the gate and seated on the steps 
of the altar with the cross placed above 
them. This was called ‘taking the 
sanctuary.”’ 

Through all Europe chivalry was the 
religion of fighting men. It did not try 
to teach them to stop fighting, but to 
fight as much as they liked without be- 
ing disgusting. It taught them not to 
cut off each other’s heads to make cups 
of the skulls, and tried to teach them 
not to cut each other’s throats after 
one or the other had fallen. It also 
tauht them to be polite to women, and 
when they were successful in war to 
use part of their plunder in building

_ RESIGNATION REPORTED 


Son Believed to Hold His With- 
drawal From the 
Senate. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 7.—Gen. Rus- 
well A. Alger, former Secretary of War, 
and now Senator from: Michigan, is so 
seriously ill at his home here that none 
but the immediate members of his fam- 
ily’ can see him. He is suffering from 
valvular disease of the heart. It is not 
expected that he will recover. Even 
Senator Borrows, his colleague, and 
Truman H. Newberry of Detroit, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy, who are 
close political and personal friends of 
Senator Alger, are not permitted to see 
the sick man. 4 
Gen. Alger is also in a weakened men- 
tal condition. The years of worry and 
brooding over what he considered his 
unjust treatment when he was forced 
out of President McKinley’s Cabinet 
after the Spanish War, -because of the 
embalmed beef scandal. have broken 
him. His family are guarding his con- 
dition carefully, and, while admitting 
that he is seriously ill, say he is gain- 
ing slowly. 
‘He has ataivenbne 





sinking spells, in- 
cident to the condition of his heart. 
Gen. Alger went to Atlantic City a 
short time ago and became very ill on 
the time when no one but Mrs. Alger 
was with him. As soon as he reached 
Atlantic City his sons and daughters 
were summoned. Col. Fred Alger came 
from Detroit and received the last in- 
structions from the Senator as to the 
disposition of his great fortune. 

It was thought then that the Senator 
might die, but he rallied and was 
brought to Washington. Since that time 
he has failed rapidly. He has been in 
his room for several days, constantly 
attended by a number of trained nurses. 

His physicians will not comment 
on his condition, but his friends here 


say he may die at any moment or may 
live for some time. None of the Michi- 
gan delegation expects he will ever 
take his-seat in the Senate again. A 
story was printed in Detroit that he 
had resigned and that his son, Col. Al- 

er, has his resignation to present to 
ov. Warner of Michigan at the proper 
time. 

It was stated here that the resigna- 
tion was held up until assurances could 
be obtained fro e Governor that he 
would appoint“a man friendly to the 
Alger faction fn Michigan politics. Gen. 
Henry M. Duffield was the man men- 
tioned as Alger’s selection. Gov. War- 
ner was asked over the telephone if he 
had been approached on this subject, 
and said he had not, but the general 
belief here is that Col. Alger has his 
father’s resignation in his keeping. 

Gen. Alger has taken but little part in 
the work of the Senate since he was 
appointed in 1992 to succeed the late 
Senator McMillan. -He has been in 
feeble health most of the time. A few 
weeks ago he began to suffer severely, 

and now the attacks incident to the 
weakness of his heart come frequently. 

There are several candidates in Michi- 

an to succeed Senator Alger, whose 

rm expires in 1997. Among them are 
William Alden Smith, the present Rep-

John Young Brown, superintnedent of 
the City Hospital, who once refused the 
Health Commissionership, is undersvood 
to be of the same mind now in regard 
to the latter position. 

The Board of Public Improvements 
voted Saturday to attend the funeral of 
the Health Commissioner in a body. 
Flags were raised at half mast on the 
City Hall and on all city buildings and 
institutions provided with flags.

Sought Welfare of Poor. 


Dr. Snodgras was 38 years old. He 
became chief of the. hundreds of city 
employes in the Health Department 
through a political accident, but made a 


record for efficient administration and 
instituted important movements for the 
public health, some of which are still 
in the initial state. 

He was appointed City Bacteriologist 
by Mayor Wells three years ago, and be- 
came Acting Health Commissioner more 
than a year ago, when Commissioner 
Simon was deposed by the Mayor. Fol- 
lowing the trial of Dr. Simon he ags- 
sumed the full duties of the office. 

A free clinic for the treatment of tu- 
berculosis was a favorite plan of Dr. 
Snodgras. and shortly before his fatal 
illness began he obtained the approval 
by the Board of Health of plans for 
such an institution. He also obtained 
a recommendation for a $1500 appropri- 
ation for the distribution of diphtheria 
anti-toxin among the poor. 


Wrote of Preumonia. 


Thursday afternoon of last week Dr. 
Snodgras leaned back in his chair at the 


Health Commissioner’s office in the Old 
City Hall filled with the satisfaction of 
a work well done. He had just put the 
finishing touches to a paper on the 
causes and treatment of pneumonia 
which he was to have read before a 
society of physicians. 

Hialf an hour later he had 
fever which was quickly followed by 
chill. 

No one knew better than he the symp- 
toms of pneumonia. Leaving his office 
he walked across the hall to the City 
Dispensary. There he was examined. Re- 
luctantly the doctors who were his sub- 
ordinates told him what he already 
knew. He was in the first stages of 
death-dealing pneumonia. 

Preparations were made to take him to 
his home at §925 Theodosia avenue.

ducing the fever and preventing the 
spread of the congestion. At this time, 
though he was very weak. his supply 
of air was ample to keep him alive and 
to give him strength to fight the dis- 
ease. 

Slowly but surely the affected lung 
was rendered useless and despite al! 
efforts to prevent it the disease spread 
until last Monday morning the doctors 
shook their heads and said: 

‘Double pneumonia; one 
a thousand.”’ 

Dr, Snodgras was still conscious. In a 
voice that rose little above a whisper 
he told the physicians what to do. 

Tuesday his condition was such that 
he was unable to take into his lungs 
enough air to keep him alive, and the 
last desperate expedient of using pure 
oxygen was resorted to. 

For three days, through a large 
sponge-like apparatus, placed over his 
nose and mouth, the patient drew into 
his lungs 500 gallons of oxygen a day. 
Even at this stage of the disease he 
frequently rallied and gave directions to 
the physicians, 

Occasionally he whispered words of 
hope and affection to his wife and sis- 
ter who were in constant attendance at 
his bedside. Several times he suggest- 
ed methods of treatment known only 
to himself. His profound knowledge of 
the disease Was shown by the fact that 
when his directions were followed he al- 
ways railied, but he was too far gone 
for permanent help. 

The crisis came cote Friday morning. 
For a time it was thought that there 
was still hope for his recovery, but his 
strength was that of a dying man and 
at 9 o'clock it was announced that. he 
could not recover.

The speaker said that the 
most feasible plan, he believed, was by 
the restriction of marriuges. 

“We are steeped in tradition and con- 
vention,” the speaker said. ‘‘and have 
so much hypocrisy in our civilization 
that it is difficult to apply scnentific 
methods. But education, legislation and 
radical social selection, to supplemen* 
nature, may relieve the situation. 

“Tf left to herself nature eliminates 
the weak and the unfit, but science dom- 
inates civilization, and civilization must 
submit te the demands of science.

He was attracted 
by the rather youthful, blue-eved wom- 
an, and though at that time he did 
not know her, he managed to learn her 
name,

ted to meet and talk with women they 
may know once a month. After see- 
ing Mrs. Thornton Long asked to be 
permitted to talk with her. His re- 
quest was granted, and from that time 
on Long saw her once each month un- 
” Gov. Folk pardoned him in Decem- 
er. 


Courted Her in Prison. 


In the monthly visits he learned to 


love the woman, and he was at- 
tractive to her. After his pardon he 
immediately began efforts to obtain her 
release, and he has been untiring in his 
devotion to her. Each week she re- 
ceives a letter from him, and each week 
she writes to him. She is permitted to 
write only one letter a week, and Long 
gets that one. 

When the love affair between the two 
was explained to Gov. Folk he indicated 
that there is little probability that he 
will. pardon the woman. He granted 
Long’s pardon last Christmas: for the 
reason that he was the oldest man in 
point of time served in the. Peniten- 
tiarv, who had-a good record. : 

Long entered the prison ‘n May, 1895, 
sentenced from Henry County, to life 
imprisonment for murder. He was re- 
leased Christmas Day. 

Mrs. Thornton reached the prison in 
1900, sentenced to serve 10 years for the 
murder of her husband. With her came 
George Ray, a young man, who wad 
lived at her home in Jasper County. He 
was ulso sentenced to. serve 10 vears for 
the same crime. Ray admitted tn court 
that he was the man who had killed 
Thornton. but declared he had commit- 
ted the crime at the instigation of Mrs. 
Thornton. Aside from Ray's statement 
there was corroborating evidence of 
Mrs. Thornton's guilt.
